0351), Foochow. 


2. In late May CHANG Ching-hsing (1728/2529/2502) was chief of the Public 
Security Bureau in P'ingt'an (119-47, 25-30) Hsien, with 100 ‘men under 
his command. 


3> In late June TENG Chih-1i (6772/1807/4539) was head of the Ningte 
(119-33, 26-39) Hsien Public Security Bureau. 


4. In late spring YUAN Ta-hai (5913/1129/3189) was commander of the 6 
Independent Battalion of the 4 Military Sub-District of Fukien » Which was 
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being reorganized by the P'ingt'an militia battalion. YUAN's executive officer 
was WU Chao-ying {0702/0340/3841). The strength of the battalion was 400 
men, organized into four companies. 


5. In late July HU Ping+yun (5170/3521/7189)* was commander of the Foochow 
Municipal Garrison Headquarters. 


6. Tn late July LI Ko (2621/7245) was promoted from vice director to director 
of the Fukien Horder Defense and Garrison Bureau of the East China 
Military Area. 


7. tn late July LIU P’ei-shan (0491/1014/0810)3 was head of the Foochow 
- Municipal Military Control Committee and also deputy commander of the 28 
Army in Foochow.

(119-33, 26-39) Hsien. 


9. In early August K'ANG Chin-shu (1560/6855/2885) was magistrate of P'ut'ien

10. In early August LIN Ju-liang (2651/3067/2856) was magistrate of Hsienyu 
(118-1, 25-21) Hsien. 


11. In early August CHANG Bai-t'ien (1728/3189/1131) was magistrate of Huian

12. In late June TENG Chih-k'ung (6772/1807/1313) was secretary to the 
Communist Party headquarters in Ningte Hsien.

13. In late July YUEH Feng-chan (1471/7685/1455) was magistrate of Hsiangshan 
(121-51, 29-29) Hsien. 


14. In late July WANG Li-keng (3769/4539/5087) was mayor of Shihp'u (121-56, 29-15). 


15. In July SUNG K'uei-ch'un (1345/1145/2504) was head of the Lienp'an (121- 3h, 
28- 46) District. He was 30 years old and a native of Shantung. ‘The 
Lienp'an District office was guarded by 30 militjemen armed with rifles and 
one light machine gun. 


16. In July MA Wang-hua (7456/2489/5478), a native of Linhai (121-07, 28-53), 
was village chief of Kengyanghsiang (2739/3152/6763) Village in Lienp'an 
District. The village office was guarded by 10 militiamen equipped with 
rifles and stationed at Shuit'ouchang (3055/7333/1728), one and one-half 
miles south of Lienp'an. 


17. In about mid-1952 WANG Hou-an (3769/0624/1344) was chief of the Haimen 
(121-26, 28-0) District (sic). The Haimen District office was located at 
Shangms, (0006/7456) Village. 


¢ 18. In about mid-1952 CH'EN I-sheng (7115/1355/3932) was political leader of 
Shangma Village. KUNG Fu-ch'un (1313/4395/2504) was village militia 
commander, with 50 men under his command. 


19: In about mid~1952 CHI K'un (4764/0981) was chief of the Sungmen (121-36, 
28-22) District. 


20. In about mid-1952 SU Chan (5685/1455) was mayor of Tinghai (122-06, 30-03). 
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21. In about mid-1952 YU Huan-ch'ih ele was commander of the 


district court in the Choushan (122- ,.30- ) Islands. 


22. In about mid-1952 TU Wei (2629/0051)5 was commander of naval units in the 
Choushan Islands.
